"My views are and have 
been that the territory stould 
be divided. The interests of 
one section seriously conflicts 
with those of the other. In 
law-making particularly this 
condition preSents itself, and 
the conflict of interest is ap- 
parentallthe time, The Sec- 
ond and Fourth divisions want 
roads and insist upon taxing 
us to build them. In this 
part of the territory we do not 
need many roads. Indeed a 
comparatively small road fund 
would take care of all our re- 
quirements. Most Of our thor- 
vughfares are natural water 
courses provided by nature. 
The taxable wealth of the ter- 
ritory is nearly all in the First 


and Third divisions, yet the 
other two divisions have equal 
representation with us and 


are therefore able to either 
block, if not defeat, any meas- 
ure proposed by the First and 
Third. 

"My personal conviction is 
that the First division should 
be aterritory by itself, and it 
is abundantly able to maintain 
an independent territorial gov- 
ernment. But if this is not 
yet possible, then the First 
and Third should be thrown to- 
gether as one Territory, or 
evena state, but the four di- 
visions as one territory has 
not been satisfactory and, in 
my opinion, never will be."
